He declares that instead of giving 
unbiased presentation of scientific 
facts some of the textbooks are 
promoting the viewpoint 
of 
left­ 
wing “ liberalism.” 
* 
* 
• 
“ S E V E R E criticism appears jus­ 
tified,” Dr. Hobbs declares, 
“ be­ 
cause textbook authors continue to 
mock the fundamental rules of sci­ 
entific presentation and persist in 
flaunting their objectivity’ 
as 
a 
protective banner under which they 
parade their prejudice. 
‘The presentation of ’sociological 
emphasis’ (special ‘liberal’ plead­ 
ing! becomes stronger in more re­ 
cent texts and is particularly pro- 
nounced in high school texts. 
“ This increased emphasis,” says 
Professor Hobbs significantly, “ oc­ 
curs as courses in sociology be­ 
come more popular in colleges and 
spread into schools where teachers 
lack necessary qualifications f o r 
evaluation, and where the imma­ 
turity of students may lead to un- 
crdical acceptance.” 
Dr. Hobbs’ findings are 
pub­ 
lished in his book, “ The Claims 
of Sociology: A Critique of Text­ 
books” (The Stackpole Company, 
Harrisburg, Pa.) 
The book is a scholarly, restrain­ 
ed analysis of textbook sociology. 
Dr. Hobbs undertook 
the tedious 
task of carefully examining the 83 
textbooks with the hope that 
his 
analysis would lead 
to 
improve­ 
ment of textual materials and thus 
strengthen the relatively new field 
of sociology. 
The work has had little publicity 
outside the sociology fraternity. It 
is a highly readable book for lay­ 
men. As an educator, a parent and 
a citizen I hope it reaches every 
educational association, school and 
college board and FTA group in the 
country. 


DR. H O BBS’ study was confined 
to the three most popular courses 
in sociology, Intraductory Sociol­ 
ogy, Marriage and the Fam ily, and 
Social Problems. The 83 texts ex­ 
amined were used in these three 
courses. 
Their subject matter deals with 
personality formation, educational 
methods and goals, economic sys­ 
tems, government, marriage a n d 
the family, social controls, social 
disorganization, 
war, 
and social 
change. 
In last week's column we listed 
certain conclusions 
w h i c h 
Dr. 
Hobbs claimed were being fostered 
in these textbooks—such as: “ relig­ 
ion should discard supernaturalism 
(belief in God),” a socialistic eco­ 
nomic system is better than a com­ 
petitive one, a welfare state gov­ 
ernment is desirable, etc. 
Dr. Hobbs carefully points out 
that some of the 83 texts are ex­ 
ceptions but that the majority de­ 
viously 
undermine 
traditional 
American principles and beliefs. 
In examining the viewpoint fos­ 
tered by the textbooks in the realm 
of economics, Dr. Hobbs reports: 
“ Most texts criticize private com­ 
petitive enterprise as it functions in 
a capitalistic economy. Criticisms 
are in the form of sweeping gen­ 
eralizations regarding harmful ef­ 
fects of the economic system. Few 
texts attempt a realistic compari­ 
son with earlier conditions in this 
society or with present conditions 
in other societies. . . 
Authors of sociology texts offer 
little more than glittering and se­ 
ductive generalities as alternatives 
which are presented in 
gleaming 
contrast to their gloomy 
forebod­ 
ings and criticisms of existing eco­ 
nomic conditions.” 


DR. HO BBS asks with powerful 
insistence: 
“ Is 
a 
presentation 
which criticizes a functioning sys­ 
tem by contrasting it with 
hypo­ 
thetical remedies which are believ­ 
ed to be attainable in nonexistent 
alternative systems, 
justified 
in 
textbooks which are presented to 
immature and receptive minds un­ 
der the authoritatian prestige 
of 
science” The answer is: Definite­ 
ly not! 
The Hobbs book is a challenge. 
It comes from a distinguished edu­ 
cator. It says: Clean up sociology 
textbooks and thus strengthen free­ 
dom’s mightiest sword — American 
education. 
The action should come from the 
profession itself.

Last year American communi­ 
ties built 50,000 new classrooms.

were all-time records. 
Americans taxed themselves ap­ 
proximately $500,000,000 m o r e 
last year than the year before to 
provide money for their schools. 
About $7,500,000.000 was spent 
last year on the public elementary 
and secondary schools for operat­ 
ing them and for putting up new' 
buildings. Teachers’ salaries w'ere 
improved on the average, accord­ 
ing to figures furnished by the 
National 
Education association, 
from about $3,160 to $3,400.

AMERICANS are showing an 
increasing interest in their schools 
in other things besides money. 
Today the PTA’s of the country 
have 7,953,000 members, which is 
twice as many as belonged in 
1946. It is estimated that today 
committees of lay citizens are 
working on educationnl problems 
with school boards and admin­ 
istrators in 8,000 American com­ 
munities. This, too, is a rem ark­ 
able increase. In 1950, few'er than 
1,000 such groups were known to 
the National Citizens’ Commission 
for the Public Schools.

dozens of our great national or­ 
ganizations — b u s i n e s s , labor, 
farm, 
civic,

The 
quiz show's researchers said no. 
It is respectively suggested here 
that the quiz people should back­ 
track apologetically and give the 
two grand to the poor guy. New 
York i« larger than London, vir­ 
tually any way you figure it. Rand 
McNally & company, which would 
seem to be about as authoritative 
a source as you could go to, says 
so. 
Rand McNally is, of course, the 
world-famous 
map-making 
firm. 
From its ivory tower in Chicago 
today came word that New York 
has been the world’s largest city 
for the last 30 years. Rand McN. 
backs up its statement this way: 
The city of New York Is made 
up of five boroughs (Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, 
Bronx, 
Queens 
a n d 
Richmond), which have a total 
land area of 315 square miles and 
a population of 8,053,000. 
If you're going to be sharply 
technical, the "city of London” re­ 
fers only to an area of one square 
mile in the business section—the 
only territory ruled by the Lord

in the 1952 census. 
However, "London” generally is 
considered to be the County of 
London, formed in 1888 and includ­ 
ing 28 "metropolitan boroughs,” 
plus the aforementioned one-mile 
area.

Britain is 
trying to draw to an inside, dip­ 
lomatic straight.

our Army and Navy after earlier 
w a rs,” asks M. 
D.

Dallas, 
Tex.,” or is that a development 
of the enlightened 20th century” 
Answer: Yes. it is a fairly re­ 
cent development, due, perhaps, 


to an enlightenment and expecta­ 
tions which have not yet been 
justified. Figures for the revolu­ 
tionary period are not available 
to any degree of accuracy.

But it is possible they also were s e I f- 
seekers, hoping to improve their own situa­ 
tion by turning against soldiers of t h e i r 
own country*

It is often said that peoples w'ho speak 
the same language have an affinity f o r 
each other. The Germany of the kaisers so 
thoroughly believed in this theory that 
wherever the Germans w'ent, they promot­ 


e d the use of the German language. 
The French have also sought to develop 
French as the second language and f o r 
many centuries succeeded. English made 
its own way with little pressure from any 
government. 
The United States and Great Britain not 
only speak the same language but have 
the same basic law's and traditions. It 
should be a simple matter for these two 
peoples to convey ideas and purposes to 
each other without the impediment of lin­ 
guistics. 
Nevertheless, the truth is that they do 
not even grasp each other’s concepts and 
while we, in the United States, have culti­ 
vated assiduously a sentimentality tow’ard 
Great Britain, often exceeding our own 
self-love, the British continue to believe 
that wre are mad children, rich in material 
things but altogether unworthy of being 
taken seriously. 
Too young, you know'! 
The London “ Daily Herald” of July 21. 
under the heading, “No, No, Mr. Know- 
land,” has the following to say: 
“ Thank you, Senator Knowland, for tell­ 
ing a Herald reporter so frankly y o u r 
views on the international situation. 
“ They frighten us. 
“Your opposition to admitting China to 
the United Nations soon after a Korean 
peace is madly unrealistic.” 
The phrase, “madly unrealistic,” must 
be a reminder to us that we are in many 
respects an idealistic people. We really 
turn the other cheek in our international 
relations, otherwise there could have been 
no Marshall Plan, no rebuilding of t h e 
countries of our enemies, no participation 
in two major foreign wars into w'hich the 
American people (as distinct from their 
government) entered to save Great Brit­ 
ain- 
There could have been no outpouring of 
billions of dollars of national wealth to 
Europe and Asia as a gift from the Amer­ 
ican taxpayer. If the American p e o p l e 
w'ere not “ madly unrealistic,” the United 
Nations w'ould have been situated in Paris 
or London or Geneva, and the bulk of its 
expense would not have been borne by the 
American taxpayer; nor would wre h a v e 
gone into the Korean War, nor would we 
have averted victory to please our allies. 
This America is an idealistic nation and 
the people have avoided and even evaded 
realism because they actually believe that 
goodness will prevail. Their roots are in 
the prophets of the Old Testament. 
Maybe that is a wrong view, but t h e 
Americans are unchangeable in their re­ 
jection of Satan. This is paradoxical in a 
people who seem so practical; yet it is a 
correct description of us, for otherwise 
w'hen taxes are so high, we should n o t 
have tithed ourselves to the bursting point , 
in maintaining our enormous charitable, I 
religious and cultural institutions without 
government aid.

Don't Try to Ignore Deafness

UNLIKE th e loss of sig h t or of 
a limb, deafness arouses little 
sy m p a th y or u n d e rs ta n d in g from 
th e average person. 
It is often 
m istaken for stu p id ity or ru d e ­ 
ness because of refu sal to recog­ 
nize th e m alad y on th e p a r t of 
th e sufferer or th e onlooker. 
Because th is defect is n o t as 
a p p a re n t as blindness or a m p u ­ 
tatio n of a limb, people som ehow 
resen t hav in g to go to th e delib ­ 
era te 
trouble of 
raisin g th e ir 
voices or repeating, an d 
even 
blam e th e d eaf person for th e ir 
inconvenience. T h a t is w hy m a n y 
d eaf persons te n d to r e tr e a t in to 
a shell. 


May A ggravate C ondition 


T h e person w ith th e h e a rin g 
loss is, in m a n y in stan c es, r e ­ 
lu c ta n t to recognize his loss. By 
trying to ignore it, h e m a y a g ­ 
g rav ate his own condition. 
We all h av e so u n d m em ories, 
w hich explains th e m o n o to n o u s 
type of speech of people w ho h av e 
been deaf over a long period of 
tim e. M any are a fra id to a d v e r­ 
tise th e ir d ea fn ess by w earin g 
h ea rin g aids for fea r of losing 
th e ir jobs or th e affections or 
th e ir friends. T h ey do n o t realize 
th a t th e ir daily b lu n d e rs due to 
deafness m ay be fa r m o re d a m ­ 
aging to th e m socially a n d eco­ 
nomically, as well.

WE CAN’T escape hazards—they 
a re arou n d u s ev ery where, 
in 
a 
m aterial as well 
as 
a 
spiritu al 
sen se. Ou r approach to hazards 
shou ld be threefold: first, recog n i­ 
tion ; secon d, elimin ation of those 
that can be corrected; an d third, 
awaren ess an d cau tion where com ­ 
plete elimin ation is impossible. 
Let me cite an ex ample: I g rew 
u p in a con g ested area of a v ery 
larg e city . The school I atten ded 
was a g ood 25 min u te w'alk from 
ou r home an d in a location w here 
n either street cars, b u s s e s n or 
train s w'ou ld hav e materially short­ 
en ed the walkin g distan ce. 
Befo re I started in the f i r s t 
g rade, my paren ts had repeatedly 
walked ov er with me, shown me 
the bu ildin g an d asked me to lead 
them back home. On the first two 
day s of school, m y mother accom ­ 
panied me; on the third 
day , 
a 
classmate an d I were sen t off by 
o urselv es. We had to cross sev eral 
streets in heav y traffic an d had to 
fo llo w main an d side streets by de- 
io us rou tes. It n ev er occu rred to 
us that we m ig ht g et lost or that 
we mig ht try to cross ov er u n less 
bo th traffic lan es were clear as far 
a s we cou ld see. (There were on ly 
a few sig nals u p in those 
day s. 
Many y ears later my mother con ­ 
fessed that she an d a n eig hbor took 
turns, for a few day s, walkin g be­ 
hind us to and from school, ju st 
to be sure!) 
This was rig ht after the first 
wo rld war and crime was o n the 
increase. We were warned, at 
ho me and in scho o l, no t to g o 
alo ng with any strang er, but re­ 
po rt any attempt (and there were 


THE APPROACH m ay v ary an d 
! shou ld be su ited to the occasion . I 
recall a little in ciden t that happen ­ 
ed when I was in my v ery early 
teen s. A chu m an d I were sittin g 
by an open win dow' of ou r 
third 
floor apartm en t, 
eatin g cherries 
and merrily ejectin g the pits in to 
the street, (y ou g u essed rig ht—it 
was a distan ce con test!) Su dden ly 
my mother appeared, arm ed with 
a broom an d the kin d of f r ow n 
that m ean t bu sin ess. 
Chu m an d I were ordered to 
sweep the street—a most hu miliat 
in g ex perien ce for teen ag e apa rt 
m en t dwellers. The own ers of some 
stores down stairs stepped ou tside 
to g iv e u s adv ice an d the kin d of 
‘en cou rag em en t’ that m ade u s wish 
we had n ev er been 
born .

Parents Urged 


To Point Out 


Many Dangers 


Youngsters Must 
Be Tau gh t Result 
Of Carelessness

Right after Labor Day, in m il­ 
lions of homes, a similar scene will 
be enacted—a mad scramble 
for 
books, pencils and last minute odds 
and ends—“ Don t forget your lunch 
bag! 
Did 
you 
take 
a 
c l e a n 
hankie’ —a hurried “ Bye M om !” 
—a bang of the screen door—and 
off they are to school. 
For some children 
It 
means 
‘back to the old routine’, for oth­ 
ers it is the start of a new and 
big 
adventure. 
Many parents 
have looked forward to this mo­ 
ment with a mixture of relief and 
anxiety—for them, too. it m eans 
‘back to the old routine* 
a n d 
back to the old 
worries about 
transportation, traffic, the m ea­ 
sles, and birthday parties 
with 
30 classm ates of Jimmie or Joan 
spilling all over the house. . , , 
Many parents of younger chil­ 
dren are 
concerned with 
traffic 
hazards and are frequently worried 
to the point that only one solution 
seem s 
possible: 
to 
move away 
from a congested or otherwise ‘haz­ 
ardous’ location. In some instances, 
this will be a distinct adantage for 
the entire fam ily; in others, it m ay 
create hardships for one or 
both 
parents because of longer rides to 
and from work, separation f r o m 
friends and fam ily and the need for 
adjustments to a new surrounding. 
Where there are older children, 
it may mean a different school and 
a new set of friends, and frequent­ 
ly also a new set of values—not al­ 
ways in keeping with the parents’ 
thinking. 
• • 
• 


WE CAN’T escape hazards—they 
are around us everywhere, 
in 
a 
material as well 
as 
a 
spiritual 
sense. Our approach to hazards 
should be threefold: first, recogni­ 
tion; second, elimination of those 
that can be corrected; and third, 
awareness and caution where com­ 
plete elimination is impossible. 
Let me cite an example: I grew 
up in a congested area of a very 
large city. The school I attended 
was a good 25 minute walk from 
our home and in a location where 
neither street cars, b u s s e s nor 
trains would have materially short­ 
ened the walking distance. 
Before I started in the f i r s t 
grade, my parents had repeatedly 
walked over wdth me, shown me 
the building and asked me to lead 
them back hom e. On the first two 
days of school, my mother accom ­ 
panied me; on the third day, 
a 
classm ate and I were sent off by 
ourselves. We had to cross several 
streets in heavy traffic and had to 
follow main and side streets by de- 
ious routes. It never occurred to 
us that we might get lost or that 
we might try to cross over unless 
both traffic lanes were clear as far 
as we could see. (There were only 
a few signals up in those days. 
Many years later my mother con­ 
fessed that she and a neighbor took 
turns, for a few days, walking be­ 
hind us to and from school, just 
to be sure!) 
This was right after the first 
world war and crime was on the 
increase. H e were 
warned, 
at 
home and in school, not to go 
along with any stranger, but re­ 
port any attem pt (and there were 


m any!) to ‘come along and get 
some candy’. We did report, and 
none of us gave it a s e c o n d 
thought—except for our parents 
and teachers who worked closely I 
with the city police. We were cr- 
pected to take rare of ourselves, 
and we knew it, and so we did. 
; 
For many years, safety experts 
have told us that ‘safety is a fram e 
of m ind’. Some people are ‘a c c i-J 
dent prone’ as insurance 
com pa­ 
nies can testify. Fortunately, ‘safe-1 
ty ’ can be taught, just as reading j 
and writing. There is a reasonable j 
medium between undue (ear of ac-1 
cidents and preventive m easures. I 
In order to teach our children safe- j 
tv, however, we ourselves have to j 
learn how to recognize and to p r e - 1 
vent hazards. 
Traffic safety is just one phase . 
of an overall preventive program. ' 
The youngster on a bicycle 
who I 
m akes a wild dash into the street 
has not learned yet that he might 
be hurt but that he may also hurt 
or cripple somebody else. 
Sometimes, when reading about 
child 
accidents, 
I 
wonder: 
how 
many parents are including ‘safety 
teaching’ in the everyday experi­ 
ence of living? The broken electric 
cord, the toy on the floor, the patch ; 
office on the back steps, neighbor 
Jones’ smashed finger—all t h e s e 
are teaching opportunities, daily I 
hazards that can be handled with- j 
out 
undue 
emphasis 
but

When we speak of “ preven­ 
tion”, at this tim e of year, we 
should think of preventable

ness as well. Every small child 
should be protected a g a i n s t 
smallpox, diphtheria, 
whooping 
cough, and tetanus (lockjaw). 
If immunizations were given dur­ 
ing the first year of life 
and

“ booster” around the age of three,

school entrance will protect your 
child for about the next two years.

If at least 85 per cent of the school 
population hae been properly im ­ 
munized, there will be no epidem- j 
ic* of these diseases, no needless 
deaths or lingering illness.

and will leave no perm anent de-

Money Made * 


Easier To Get 


By Bankers 


Treasury Helping 
Finance Market To 
Encourage Business 


.N E W YORK \JP~~Money is being 
made a little easier again. T hat’s 
because banks were finding the sit­ 
uation a little too tight for com­ 
fort as the season for bigger bor­ 
rowing by business starts. And also 
because Uncle Sam will need an 
easier money market in the weeks 
and months just ahead. 
From now until Dec. I, the U.S. 
Treasury will have to refund or 
pay up on 21 billion dollars of its 
securities coming due. It wants the 
banks to have enough money handy 
to ease its path. 
The Treasury has big issues com­ 
ing due in the next few weeks. It 
will try to get the holders to ex­ 
change them for new securities. 
But it will have to pay out some 
cash, too, to holders who won’t ex­ 
change. 
And the new securities will carry 
higher interest rates than the ones 
maturing. 
How high will be determ ined in 
part by the going-rate in the mon­ 
ey m arket—subject to the tug of 
w ar between the supply of money 
available and the dem and for it. 
The first easing cam e this week 
when the Federal Reserve Board 
bought 44 million dollars worth of 
U.S. securities in the open market. 
The amount is too sm all to make 
much difference, of course. But it 
furnishes the banks with a little 
more money to lend. 
The Federal Reserve had been 
out of the government securities 
m arket for six weeks. And the ex­ 
tra money that banks had to lend 
to business 
shrank 
during 
that 
time. 
Significance of the federal re ­ 
serve’s action seems to lie in the 
continuance of its apparent pur­ 
pose 
to 
keep money 
just 
tight 
enough to discourage any return to 
more inflation, hut also not so tight 
as to cripple business and start 
any hasty deflation—and certainly 
not so tight as to em barrass the 
Treasury when it is out looking for 
more money as its deficit steadily 
mounts.
